a pair of canisters detachably mounted to the canister rack, including a supply 
canister and a storage canister, wherein the supply canister has a feeding conduit for 
the exit of crystal from the supply canister, wherein the storage canister has a return 
conduit and a filtered conduit; 

wherein canister rack bores form conduits at the base; 

a locking mechanism to attach each canister to the canister rack comprising horizontal 
locking pins that protrude from the canister rack and lock into a stot formed in each of 
the canisters.
